Eflsl hit the flashy style perfectly and his satire was much appreciated. 

Some people have no time for advertising. As carried on today, they ai- 
firm that il is goncr.<iV.y r.n attcmiK to convoy f.nl.«c notions of products ami 
commoaitifs— to deceive ihc public into thinkinK that a certain article Is 
better than It really is. 

The answer ot advertisers is that advertising is as old as time, and that 
the public caiînoi come to know about a commodity unless that commodity 
is aûvert;F(->î. L.ick of advertisement wotild entail tiitduo inodpfty. an.i wosiM 
prevent the eeneral public taking advantage of any business pi-oduco. 

The two aryumcnts can both be justified, but they are based on differ- 
ent foundation.*. .Vdvertising in a truthful shotild not be considered ob- 
jectionable, except when il becomes too blatant, and creates problems in the 
■way of disfigTirins the :r.r.l!«cRpe. The richeFt firms would advertise t'.-.c 
most, as a sreneral rule, but this is a rule ot competition. 

Do we need to advertise? Everyone should know what a university is 
and should h.ave a ge.iera! conccptior. of h!?;-.!-.- :r.i::-.ir..t. .\nd as each uni- 
versity has a separate district, ■.'lerc- >'.-.oj%i Vf :.o competition. 

But a very lar?e and prominrr.; •Jn.M:^ity in the V;!i;fil si.i'.i^s r.i.i'iio? .-. 
practice of sendinp prospectuses broadcast over the continent, and attracting 
mwy students who mipht do Just as well at other universities. This puts 
a university on :i par -with tiu induftri.il concern, and to some extent in cotn- 
petition with oihe." univ«-.-sitie« ail of whom arc supposed to be co-operatine 
for the pooù of the nation. The i-r.'y possible srsumcnt in favor o{ adver- 
tising a univer.sity beyond its bounds can be used only by a university offcr- 
ing uncommon or unique courses. 

Should ■jr.-vcr.'iltir.': thrrelorr rrfrnir. from so'.icitir.c students in the terri- 
tory of anothe:- university ■• may cf rt.<iir.ly happen that a certain de- 
partment, or facuîiy :n one university is ronsldrred to V'C superior to that of 
nsDtfaer. Though it would be out of the question for a university to boast, 
•would it be in order to distribute prospectuses includlnç the names of those 
on the KtBff, thus leaA-Jng the public to draw their own conclusions? 

TVc do not think so. The universities — particularly of Canada — are shin- 
inf exampiff f'. H-Jt-cessfuI institutions not stir.-.u'.atf 3 V'y '■ufir.'-ss competi- 
tion. If B. McGill man would profit by study in a b»tt»r rquipp^à department 
ol another university, the authorities here would advise him to go to that 
•unJverHlty, and a kinSred feclinp exists in all of Canada's universities ^\d. 
■vHtiBing, as Introdncinz the element of competition, we would consider a 
flownwora step. Among well-informed people, the respective merits of the 
Tinlveimltics are Uncwn.
